The Eleventh Report of" the Anglo-Chinese College, 
will, it is presumed, not prove less satis factory than any 
of the precedinG^ ones. 

During the past year, endeavours have been made, and 
not without success, to extend the benefits and useful- 
ness of the Institution, by increasing the number of 
Siudenls to almost double thiit of any former period. 
The present number is seventy. These are arranged 
into four classes, according to their several gradations 
and attainments. 

Their studies are as usual, divided between English 
and Chinese literature, but the major portion of time 
is allotted to the latter. This is found to be necessary, 
iu consequence of the Chinese, being, as it were, a foreign 
lanuu;jge, to children born of Chinese parents residing 
in Malacca. iMalay being, what may be termed their 
Mother tongu€y they have little or no knowledge of 
Chinese, until they are taught it in the Schocds. This 
renders the task of teaching them English literature 
more difficult, because it is requisite that they should 
make some proficiency in Chinese, /before they enter the 
English department. 

Each class is making satisfactory progress in its 
respective studies. 

The Senior class continues to improve in Scriptural 
knowledge; also in Geography, Writing, Arithmetic, 
Practif^al Geometry, Translating Chinese into English, 
and vice versa. General Reading &c. &c.

1 he Chinese Bible-class. consiHting of about .'JO per- 
sons, contmiies lo meet every Thursday evening ; this 
««.rvice has l>een attended with very beneficial results: 
all the itcbnol Masters attend, and thus, in a familiar 
way, obtain such a knowledge of the Scriutiires., as n«- 
de» tiieui aaeful tu the children uader their cue.

'J o'clock, tlie senior students meet in the Collepje Hall, 
M hen the chtipter from which the text was taken at the 
Cliinese inornin.o service is rend in Hn;?lish, and after 
ascertuiiiiujj: by examination, what they recollect of the 
disconrse, the sidistance of it is ngain delivered to tiiem 
in ^I)^-lish. 

"^J'lie present as|>ect of the Mission in fffneral, is truly 
pleMsin^and satisfjictory. The work of the Lord is, we 
trust, jroin^ on succes>ftilly. This year we have had 
to" think (ind iind take coiir;js:e," not onlv from wit- 
nessinir that " the Lord is with ns," as appears from 
tlie pleasiiiji,- cinunKstiiiice of an additional number of 
Chinese haviiif; exprrs>ed a desire to he admitted by 
baptism into the visible Church of Christ, but fron the 
arrival of an ad(liti<Mial helper. The Rev. S. Dyer for- 
merly labouriri$): in the Lord's work at l^enang, was re- 
fpiested to join us at Malacca. His arrival was joyfully 
liailed by us, and m<»st cordially did we y;'\\e to him t^nd 
his dear partner (in the name of our adoral>le Master) die 
right hand of fellowship. His assistance in theCtdles^e, 
and the various departments of the Mission, will, we hope 
and pray, prove essentially useful, and shew that his 
removal has not been in vain; — May it be tilessed to 
many souls. 

Durins: the past year, there have been printed at the 
Arijjlo-Chinese Cidlejje .54,728 volumes of Tracts, flymn- 
books School-books &c. and 570 complete copies of the 
Holy Scriptures, containinu: i 1,970 volumes. The ma- 
jor part of these have been forwarded to the Bretliren at 
dtiier stations, v z China, Siam, Singapore and Pe* 
nan^. A considerable number has been distributed in 
ttie Malacca district. 

We are liappy ako to notice, that the Cbineise Metd 
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Types (which in consequence of the removal of our 
Brother noticed above, are now preparing? at this sta- 
tion) are in a state of very interesting progress; the 
work is extremely tedious, hut it is advancinj^ as speedily 
as the nature of it will allow. 

The out-schools are in a very pleasing: and flourish- 
ing state. The Chinese, are eleven in number male and 
female, contiiininji- about 130 i;irls, and upwards of -iao 
boys. I'here are also 6 Malay schools, containing? 
about 200 boys and jjirls. The senior pupils in each of 
these Schools, read the Holy Scriptures, and the juni(»r 
ones other reliirious books. They underjro a weekly 
examination by the Missionaries, who are much pleased 
with the projjress made, and the knowledoe acquired ; 
and most earnestly pray that the Divine i)lessin<? may 
rest upon it, and that the Lord would in tender mercy 
and lo\in|^-kindness, water it with the dewv influence 
of the Spirit of His jrrace. 

Notwithstanding the above satisfactory statement of 
the Schools, which is rather under than over-rated, Chris- 
tian friends must not conclude that the path is now 
smooth, and that all the difficulties are overcome: No, 
these still continue to present themselves, and to impede 
the progress at every step. This may, perhaps, be owing, 
partly to the dark heathen minds which are to be en- 
lightened, and their prejudices against that knowledge 
which is diffused. The great enemy of the human race, 
will leave no effort untried, in presenting insurmountable 
diiiiculties, if possible, to impede those who are attempt- 
ing to subvert his kingdom, by spreading the religion 
of Jesus. 

It may therefore be justly said, that the objects at 
which education aims in this heathen land, are truly 
arduous and important. To inform the understanding, 
by communicating useful knowledgie ; to induce habits 
of regularity and good order, among almost uncivilized 
.idolaters; — ^are objects which may well- excite the exer- 
ti«|B8 of every benevolent mind. But a judicious edu-

cation does not stop here; it must deal with man accor- 
ding to his nature, as actuated not by knowledge only, 
but still more l)y those affections aud feelings, which 
''form the leading trails of in<lividual character. A ju- 
dicious education must deal with youth as capable of 
moral, as well as intellectual attainment: — must aim 
at qualifying him, not only for the respective dis(rharge 
of earthly (hities, but still [nore for those higher relations 
and finer affections towards God and heavenly things, 
which are at once most obligatory on the creature, and 
the source of the most unmixed pleasure and lasting 
peace. To form the cliaracter, is then, the great oljject 
of education: to excite and call forth the moral and 
intellectual powers of the mind: — to watch, and to era- 
dicate its faults as they appear: — to strangle the evil 
passions, and idolatrous propensities as they break forth, 
ere they can attain a formidable maturity: — to cherish 
every amiable feeling, strengthen every good resolve, — and 
thus aim, with God's blessing, to direct the whole man 
into the paths of the religion of Jesus Christ, virtue, 
and happiness: — are the objects aimed at in the education 
here given; objects valuable beyond conception, to 
youths born in the midst of idolatry, darkness, super- 
stition and error. 

To attain these noble objects, however, (as we have 
before observed) is a matter of no small difficulty. Where 
so many heathenish customs prevail, the children, 
must, almost from their earliest infancy, acquire and 
imbibe, idolatrous and evil habits, and become perverse 
to all that is good; which, added to tlieirnaturdl corrup- 
tion, present numerous difficulties to the end in view. 
But these difficulties must be still combated. It must be 
remarked, that success will be proportioned, not to the 
mere fervour of zeal, but to the wisdom with which ju- 
dicious plans are adopted and applied. 

In the midst of so many prejudices and difffculties, 
every attempt is made to direct and ameliorate the di^r* 
pMitKHDS ftBd affections of the heart. From 'thence ittie 
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the isRues of life; there is the seat of all moral di«pa«»P, 
and every remedy sh(>al<l he, an) it ix Imped, is applied' 
there. The iindtMsrainlinu: may he the rhanm-l throimli 
whirh to act, hut it is the hi-art at whii-h everv efffMt 
must he, arnl i- aimed; that (;ila<hd oiuv iruined, i|,e \vh«.h; 
inan will \i»'ld; that remaiiiiuu- iitisulxlinMl, rhi- r»oli.||. 
iiifj: «)»■ the outward hahit^, may only hu the w liiteiiirii^ 
of the sepideli!'*'. 

"J'lie aits of R adiiiir :,iid Wrjtiriir mt^rehf, may prove 
danuerous ar(|iiiiemt'iirN, it (h'\()red t«» impVoptr ohjtfts, 
and the readim; and f ommjitiim- to mt'morv of the 
Scriptures the nsehf-v, x^jlj f;,,| nf the desired "eflT.-el, if 
recei\e<l into a thfiimhih s>, caieios, amhition«<. \:iiii or 
worldly ndnd. It i>< <mr (hity I her. lor.', as wtll :»s our 
earnest desire and dettrminaiion. in the strermth of th« 
Lord, to (»\ercome every external dilheidty which im- 
pedes; for it may he (-(Mitidently atiirmed, that imperf.-et, 
essentially defective, mni-t he e\ery plan to form the 
hnman character, which is not formed on the firm hasis 
of re/iicious i/tsfrucfio/i; tor if trn • reli-rion cm (»nly 
restore man to those hinii Impes, hli.-^sfnl employments, 
and enohlin:; privele-res, for which he wasoiiirinally »-rea- 
ted, and which a>similate and ninle him t«i pure and 
holy spirits wln) encircle the thn»ne of. leho\ ah rejoicinj;; 
if it be an acti\e, \ital. intlnential principle, f)peratinif 
on the heart, restrainins: the desires, and affectinsj the 
general C(mdnrt; then it is de<'idedly correct, to instruct 
these heathen > out hs, in that faith which worketh hy 
love; that wisdom \vhi<h is from ahove, and which is 
first pure, then t)eaceahle, gentle, and easy to he entrea- 
ted, full of merry an<l good fruits, without partiality, 
and without hypoorisy. 

It is well known that the religions instruction of these 
beathen-born youths, does not consist merely in putting 
the Scriptures into their hands, and enroura^ing them to 
rend, or even commit them to memory: it is not mere- 
ly by teaching them the most important abstract truths, 
ooBveyed in language which young dark minda cannul 
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romprcliPiul, anfl in a form little likely to affect the 
Ijiart; it is not l)y instructing to tinploy riliiiions phra- 
Sfnlouy, wliicli may injltt'd coinctly exi)ivss the doc- 
trinrs OfScriptMH', hut wliicli to yoimj? minds often 
jii\»> nodistinit idt'a \viMte\»T; it is not hy (piestions 
Aviiicli instruct tlu>c yoiiliis m< rely in tlu? It'tti r of Scrip- 
ture, tliut is iiivt-n to tlii-in, w iiat niijy he ju>iiy termed 
rc'liaioKs instrnction. 

i'hese pnuticc'^ arc in themselves generally .n'ood, and 
may pr(»duct- the Ij;ip|iieNt resnlts. 'J'lu^ yonth may i)e 
impressed hv the uloiy and the li'reatiiess (if the ob- 
jects wiiich th*' S.!i{)tin('s ri'\eal; ins heart may he soften- 
ed Nviti) uriititnde toi- tlie ])ar«ntal afii-ction ^vhich 
they bleat he; a:id iie uia\ tiieiiee form the hiiili and 
holy pi:r(»o>e nt set'ixinu' tor uiory. honour, and immor- 
tality. '1 he pa'.sfm-s \\hi«h lie counnits to memory 
may appear l(t>t auiidst the ihouiihtlessness of youth, 
and \« t may retu:n in some tryiuii season of aftlictit)n 
and temptation; arminir iiiin with the sword of the Spi- 
rit which is the Word of (iod. 'i'he abstract trutiis 
>vhich lie barns, juay, as id^ faculties expand, unfold their 
nnanin^" to his njind: hut. i)o>\(ver happy tiie effects 
which these plans may, in some instances produce, 
there is doubtless a more excellent way ; and in that we 
strive to attain the ^reat end of their edncaticm. Jt is 
ojir chief anxiety to biin*:' truths hom(^ to the circle of 
youths aniund us, that ihtr word of (iod may be a lamp 
to th 'ir fe.'T, a!i I a li^\); to their path; that they may 
indire of all thinirs hv the bidanc^e of th<^ sanctuary, and 
thence torm a just estimate (»f tlie valuta or emptiness of 
the several objects which men pursue. In every discove- 
ry ^^hich they make in Divine truth, it is our study to 
point ajrainst the pecidiar faults of their judgements, 
direct their affections, and rejiulate their will, by the 
iiiodet<)t Holy Scripture: such we think to he truly reli- 
gions instruction, such is the instruction at which we 
constantly aim, and we hope not without success, in 
traiuinv these heathen-born youthij for usefulness and 
Eternity.
